Etiquette 


Cellphone etiquette 

■ Cellphones always emit weak signals while its power is on. 

■ Enjoy using your cellphone safely without disturbing those around you. 


Some places forbid the use of cellphones. 


Do not use your cellphone while you are driving. 
Doing so is dangerous and against the law. 

The use of a cellphone on aircraft is against the 
law. Be sure to turn your cellphone off before you 
board an aircraft. 



Consider where to use your cellphone and be careful of 
how loud you are speaking. 

• Do not make calls while in cinemas, theaters, 
museums, libraries or other similar places. Turn 
your cellphone off or set it to the manner mode to 
prevent others around you from being disturbed 
by the ringtone. 

• Use your cellphone in places where you are not 
blocking traffic from passing. 

• Move to areas where you do not disturb others on 
trains or in hotel lobbies. 

- Take care not to speak too loudly during conversations. 

• Ask for other people's permission before taking their photos with your cellphone's 
camera. 



Some people close to you in busy places such as 
crowded trains may have a pacemaker. 

Turn your cellphone off in such places. 

Abide by the rules of hospitals and other medical 
institutions where it is forbidden to use or possess 
cellphones. 



Signals from cellphones may adversely effect medical 
apparatus and equipment.

Remote Ctrl Lock 


In case you have lost your W53S 

Using Remote Ctrl Lock, you can lock your W53S (Auto lock, FeliCa lock and Phone book 
restrict) remotely against unauthorized use. 

To set up the working environment of Remote Ctrl Lock 

Auto lock, FeliCa lock and Phone book restrict are enabled by calling to your W53S specific 
times from the phone number specified beforehand. 


① Press (menu) in the idle screen -► press i 


② Enter Lock No., and press @ (ok).

Safety Buzzer 


To show that you are in emergencies, you can use the Safety Buzzer function in extreme 
volume sound. To use this function, set the Safety Buzzer to "ON" beforehand. 


To set the Safety Buzzer "ON" 

① Press @ (menu) in the idle screen -► press dE) 

② Press to select "ON," and press @ (select). 

(Q| While Safety Buzzer is set to "OFF," you can set Safety Buzzer "ON" by holding down 
for at least one second in the idle screen.

But you can dial 110 (Police),118 (Japan Coast Guard), and 119 (Fire 
brigade).

W53S supports GLOBAL EXPERT Service using au IC-Card. 

GLOBAL EXPERT is an international roaming service for the customers to 
insert the au IC-Card to a GSM compatible cellphone for overseas use. 

No special application procedure or daily/monthly fee is required, and the 
call cost is added to domestic call, making the payment procedure simple. 

EZ keitai-arrange 

You can set/change ringtones or designs of the idle screen, icons, etc. 
collectively. Also, you can use downloaded data for those settings. 

au My Page 

You can save data such as a phone book, e-mail, or the data in the data 
folder to au My Page. 

Various ways to get audio files 

You can enjoy your favorite songs by EZ "Chaku-Uta-Full®" (full songs), 
the full length music download service, and also enjoy other audio files 
transferred from your music CDs via au Music Port.
